REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Pending claims 13-54 and 94 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
arts Kronzer (US 6,200,668), Boyd et al. (US 6,071 ,368) and Kronzer (US 5,501 ,902) 
neither teach nor even fairly suggest a transfer media comprising a combination of a 
substrate; a precoat layer; a cold release layer comprising silicone, a matting agent 
and/or a crosslinker; a wash layer comprising ethylene acrylic acids, plasticizer, 
urethane adhesion promoter and fluorosurfactant; and an ink receptive layer comprising 
wax, high porosity polyamide powder, ethylene-vinyl chloride emulsion, cationic 
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polymer, cationic pigment, plasticizer, antioxidant, dispersion stabilizer, and a mixture of 
flow and wetting agent.
